The information contained in this letter is being provided to you in response to your request to obtain data or 
inspect government records that may be in possession of the Redwood City Police Department, as detailed 
in your March 23, 2022, request made through the City of Redwood City’s website for records or information 
that may be available under a California Public Records Act (CPRA) request. Your request for records and 
or information was processed under statutes specified in California Government Code § 6250 et seq. In your 
CPRA request, you asked for the following as part of the information you wished to receive: 


‘Records referencing the procurement, installation, and use of Automatic License Plate Reader/Recognition 
(ALPR) systems by the Redwood City Police Department including: purchase orders, lease agreements, 
service agreements, loan agreements, training instructions, usage policies, data access policies, data 
retention policies, agreements with other agencies such as the Northern California Regional Information 
Center (NCRIC).’ 


The Redwood City Police Department strives to correctly interpret California Government Code § 6250 et 
seq. and related statutes when releasing information in its possession that, if released, would endanger the 
safety of a person involved in any investigation, would endanger the successful completion of an 
investigation or related investigation, or is otherwise exempt by statute. Please see our response to your 
CPRA request below: 


The Department has no active ALPR equipment in use at this time. 


*“ALPR equipment purchased in 2012, Attachment A, and mounted on one patrol vehicle was 
decommissioned between 2016 and 2017, and has not been repaired or replaced with updated equipment, 
see Attachment A. 


**RCPD received an ALPR-equipped message board trailer from the San Mateo Office of Emergency 
Services in January 2017 as a deployable asset to other county agencies upon request. The trailer and 
ALPR cameras were destroyed in an act of vandalism in 2019, Attachment D. The Department has yet to 
repair or replace the destroyed asset. The Department has no responsive records on the purchase cost of 
equipment provided by San Mateo County office of Emergency Services. 


Requested Item #1: Records of purchase order, lease agreements, and loan agreements for the ALPR 
systems used by the Redwood City Police. 


Redwood City Police Response to Requested Item #1: Refer to Attachment A for all available documents 
pertaining to purchase order, lease agreements, and loan agreements related to the ALPR system. 


Requested Item #2: Records related to training instructions, usage policies, data access policies, data 
retention policies, agreements with other agencies such as the Northern California Regional Information 
Center (NCRIC). 


Redwood City Police Response to Requested Item #2: Refer to Attachment B for the Redwood City Police 
Department’s policy related to the ALPR. Further, the Redwood City Police Department complies with Cal. 
Civil Codes §§ 1798.90.5- 1798.90.55. These Civil Codes are found for your reference under Attachment C.
